New York, May 21 (AP)—Word 


was received here this afternoon 
that Mrs. Putnam had taken off 
in her own plane for London. 


Cnlmore, Ireland, May 21 (AP) 


Amelia Earhart Putnam brought 
down her red and gold monoplane 
in a field near here this afternoon 
and became the first woman ever 
to fly the Atlantic alone. 


She landed on this side of the 


ocean five years to the day after 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh ar- 
rived in Paris successfully com- 
pleting the first solo flight across 
the Atlantic by a man. 


"I've done it!" Mrs. Putnam ex- 


claimed when she got out of her 
ship. 


She had intended 
to go to 


Paris but it was necessary to cut 
the flight short because her ex- 
haust manifold had burned out 
and the gasoline line was broken 
causing a little leakage. ' 


Woman Is Unhurt 


Mrs. Putnam -who tonk off from 


Harbor Grace, N. F., 3t 4:51 p. m. 
Friday got a lift by motor to 
Londonderry, 5 miles away, where 
the first thing she did was to get 
on the telephone to report her 
success to London in order that 
her husband, George Palmer Put- 
nam, New York publisher, and her 
friends back home might know 
that she was safe. 


Her plane was not damaged in 


the landing and she was unhurt. 


"For a lot of the way," Mrs. 


Putnam 
said, 
"I 
was flying- 


through storm, mist, rain and a 
little fog. 


"To my friends in New York I 


want to send this message. I am 
very glad I have come across suc- 
cessfully but I am sorry indeed I 
did not make France." 


It was the flier's second air- 


plane trip across the Atlantic. In 
June 1928, before her marriage, 
she made the crossing:, that time 
as a passenger. 


"There is no comparison," she 


said in reply to a question about 
which trip she liked better. "On 
this go I was flying low the whole 
time and had to rely on myself." 


The field in which the landing 


was made is fairly level and the 
owner of it was the first to greet 
Mrs. Putnam. 


Miss Earhart traveled approxi- 


•mately 2,000 miles and was about 
600 miles north of her set course. 


Weather reports said that a 


storm had blown up in the late 
morning1 and the wind is believed 
to have blown her off her course 
slightly. 


Harbor Grace, N. F., May 21 (AP) 


—Amelia Earhart Putnam, smiling 
and confident, took off from Harbor 
Grace late Friday in her crimson, 
gold-striped plane, with Paris her 
destination. 


Five years to the day after Colonel

o t h e r s d o n t w a n t a m o t h e r s ' d a y , says one of them. 
She is a little tired of all the "sob stuff" she hears on the 
Uuy set aside for this particular rem em brance. 
It should be said at the outset, however, th a t one im portant feature 
of Mothers* D;«y. often 
forgotten, 
is to call attention to those 
thousands of m others who annually die in childbirth for lack of 
proper care and attention. 
But Clara S. Lingle writes to The Presbyterian Advance that she 
has m ade it a custom to ask the women of her acquaintance at every 
M others’ Day celebration what they thought of it, and th a t she has 
never heard a woman speak favorably in reply. T he answer Is, “I was 
never so uncom fortable in my life,” or "W hy should m others be 
exulted?" 
"We are not w orthy of such adulation,” w rites Mrs, Lingle. “Every 
honest woman will tell you that she has been rt paid in full every hour 
of her life for the so-called ‘priqp of m otherhood.’ ” 
in fact, 
"The obligation is all on the other side. 
"How to pay the debt we owe to the young people who bring 
joy and hope into our lives is the m other's chief problem. Devote 
a Sunday a year to the study of child life and the responsibilities 
of parenthood, and we will be right with you'. 
“The picture o f m other so vividly drawn by the preacher and 
the special speaker of th e day does not help us in our dealing 
with our very m odern children. 
“The sweet-faced old lady in the white bonnet, sitting in the 
com er by the fireplace, her tired hand.? too weary even to hold her 
knitting, may be the angel type of m other, but she is not the 
every-day, vigorous young woman who is trying to be the good 
companion, friend, adviser, and comrade of th e boys and girls 
who are sitting in the pew with tier. 
“There is som ething incongruous here. 
A M others' Day 
sermon is apt to put a little distance between me and th a t young­ 
ster to whom I w ant to be the best pal of all.” 
"F inally” says the writer. "M others' Day has been com­ 
mercialized until it is meaningless.” 
" 'Flowers for M others day,’ ‘a box of candy for mother,* 'give 
her gloves, a h at, a dress, a handkerchief for M others' Day,' 
all these may be good business few the m erchant and the telegraph 
company with its ready-m ade message; but if m others have any­ 
thing to say about it, we would rather iiave th a t money spent to 
outlaw war and to bring peace into a troubled world.

The board of game commissioners 
has authorized the establishm ent of 
additional 
game 
refuges 
on 
ten 
blocks of state game lands. 
Board 
members believe in the wisdom of 
giving full protection to game in es­ 
pecially adaptable breeding grounds, 
where it will propagate under n at­ 
ural conditions, and from which the 
excess will spread to adjoining areas 
open to hunting. 
The present plan deviates slightly 
from th a t formerly observed in th at 
several comparatively small sized 
refuges, 200 to 800 acres each, will 
be created within one block of lands 
instead of one larger refuge. 
It is 
particularly 
adaptable 
where 
the 
lands purchased are extensive in 
area, or where the boundaries are 
very irregular. 
A very im portant 
advantage is th a t the better breed­ 
ing grounds, usually only a few 
hundred acres in extent, can be 
given full protection with propor­ 
tionally more of the purchased area 
open to public hunting, members 
said. 
The 
more 
ideal 
breeding 
spots are frequently widely separat­ 
ed, and if several were combined 
w ithin one refuge too large a pro­ 
portion of the lands would be closed 
to hunting. 
State game lands on which new 
refuges have been authorized are: 
Three Refuges Planned 
No. 36, located in Monroe, Over­ 
ton and Barclay townships, B rad­ 
ford county, containing, with 780 
acres being purchased, 12,116 acres. 
It Is planned to establish three 
refuges of about 300 acres each 
within these lands 
No. 44, in Ridgway, Horton and 
Spring Creek townships. Elk county, 
containing 24,074 acres. 
Two aux­ 
iliary game refuges have been m ain­ 
tained on a part of these lands, 
which were under lease prior to pur­ 
chase. 
One of these will be con­ 
tinued, under a different classifica­ 
tion however, and several additional 
established. 
No, 51, in D unbar township, Fay­ 
ette county, containing 7,116 acres. 
Three or four refuges with an av­ 
erage of about 300 acres each will 
be established. 
No. 54, Polk, Snyder and H eath 
townships, Jefferson county, 16,528 


acres. An auxiliary refuge has been 
m aintained on a part of these lands 
under lease but now purchased. 
It 
is expected this refuge will be con­ 
tinued, under a new classification, 
and th at several more will be es­ 
tablished. 
No. 55, in Fishing Creek and Briar 
Creek townships, Columbia county, 
containing 1.800 acres. These lands 
were formerly leased and an aux­ 
iliary refuge containing 261 acres 
has been maintained. 
It will be 
re-classified, but no other refuge 
will be created as the area owned 
is too limited. 
16,690 Aerra 
No 
57, in Furkston and Noxen 
townships, Wyoming county, Me- 
hoopany Creek section, containing 
16,690 acres. Four or five refuges of 
200 to 700 acres each will be estab­ 
lished. 
No. 58, in Mifflin 
CaUtwissa and Roaring Creek town­ 
ships, Columbia county, containing 
8,365 acres. 
A small part of these 
lands was formerly leased and an 
auxiliary refuge of 447 acres m ain­ 
tained. 
It will be continued, re­ 
classified, and probably two addi­ 
tional refuges of about 400 acres 
each established. 
No. 59, the larger part of these 
lands are in Pleasant Valley and 
Clara townships. Potter county, but 
extend into Mc&ean county. 
The 
tract contains 6,518 acres. 
At least 
one, and possibly two refuges of sev­ 
eral hundred acres each will be es­ 
tablished. 
No, 61, in Liberty township, Mc- 
Kean county, containing 8,142 acres. 
The plan contem plates the estab­ 
lishm ent of one refuge of about 700 
acres, but an additional refuge of 
a little more th an 100 acres may be 
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established on a detached tract con­ 
sidered part of No. 61 lands. 
No. 62, in Hamlin township, Mc- 
Kean county. This Is a small tract 
containing only 520 acres, purchased 
in conjunction with much larger 
areas in other counties. If a worth­ 
while game breeding area can be 
found within the 
tract a small 
refuge will be created. 
Auxiliary Refuge 
The board also has approved the 
creation of an auxiliary state game 
refuge in Brush Valley township, 
Indiana coupty on lands to be leas­ 
ed from the General Coal corpora­ 
tion. 
The lease, for which no con­ 
sideration will be paid, includes 795 
acres. Of this, about 150 acres will 
be set aside as an auxiliary refuge. 
There is no other game refuge in 
Indiana county. 
It will not be possible, due to in- 
Beaver. Main 
funds, to carry out this 
entire program at once, but work 
on some of the refuges will be sta rt­ 


ed soon. 
Most of the work will be j which leaped from the nearby creek 
done by regularly employed officers and made off with the turkeys, one 
of the game commission, making it 
unnecessary to employ little extra 
hélp. 
It is hoped to complete the 
program within a year.

The dramatic possibilities of the 
Chicago democratic convention will 
be 
vastly 
increased if anything 
comes of current talk of an effort to 
cast overboard the bewhiskered two- 
thirds rule, and nominate the can­ 
didate by a simple majority. 
Presumably, resort to such heroic 
medicine would be taken only if 
m atters had reached a pitch of ex­ 
treme bitterness. 
The resentments 
which would accompany decision of 
th at question might make the M adi­ 
son Square Garden tempest look like 
a spring zeyphr. 
The odds are all against any such 
thing ever happening. Abolition of 
the 
two-thirds requirement, 
and 
nomination by majority has been 
talked about for many years without 
tangible result. 
For one thing, almost everyone 
agrees th at if Governor Roosevelt 
or anyone else once attains an ac­ 
tual majority, it will be next to im ­ 
possible to keep him from going on 
to two-thirds. 
Conversely, if any 
candidate got to the majority and 
then was blocked, it might easily 
mean th a t his lines were too shaky 
to risk a rule-changing vote. 
T hat is the reason the rule has 
stood so long.
